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FATHER COENEN DEAD. 

Beloved Prfcst Passes Away at This Place After 
Six Week's Illness. 



SERVED CHURCH HLRE 

FOR NEARLY THIRTY YEARS 



Laid to Rut Yc»tcrday Betide Departed 
OlWl of Hu Conjuration. 

HE BKQUE8TED SIMPLE FUNERAL. 

The simple life of the good 
man whs ended. His spirit, had 
fled. They took his body from 
the church where he hud led so 
long and the church was desolate. 

Yesterday morning after inns-, 
which was held at 9 o'clock, the 
remains of Father Coenen were 
interred in the Catholic ceme- 
tery, where rest many of the con 
gregation to which he bus minis- 
tered so faithfully Rod to long, 
Only the service of the mass was 
pronounced, mingled with the 
solemn notes of the organ and 
the voices he had loved in song. 
No eulogy was said, no review of 
bis simple and devoted life re- 
counted. There were no flowers, 
no personal pomp, no wreath of 
laurel held aloft to symbolize his 
faithful work, his good achieve- 
ments. It was against the im- 
pulse of those who gathered to 
show their last, sincere respect, 
hut the priest had said he wished 
his funeral thus simple, and so it 
waa. 

Father LaMch, of Henderson, 
deane of Cns district, was cele 
branl^Jato mass; Father Bach- 
miin. \HT>LouiHville, deacon ; and 
Father Michael Melody, of Louis- 
ville, sub-deacon. Father Ora- 
nej, of Morganfield, waa master 
of ceremonies. Father Welsh, 
of Hopkiosville, and Father Mc- 
VNoal, of Colombia, were also in 
the sanctuary. Bishop McClos- 
|ey had announced, his intention 
p come, but he has been quite 
ill himself and is not yet ready 
to travel. Telegrams were re- 
ceived from other priests who 
were detained by illness. 

The pall bearers were: L. H. 
O'Brien, James F^fcn, Henry 
McDowell, Patrick Whalen, 
Thomas Blair and I/>uis Houli- 
han. 

The Kev. Alpjponsus Mary 
Coenen died Monday morning 
about 7 o'clock at the rectory of 
the Catholic Church of Immacu- 
late Conception after an illness 
of six weeks, which had from 
the beginning boen pronounced 
fatal. The malady which caused 
death of this beloved priest was 
a cancerous affection of the 
esophagus which was beyond 
human skill to cure. His death 
had been loosed forwarded to as 
a certainly which only his good 
constitution aud strong will 
could postpone a few days. The 
decline was gradual and during 
the most of his illness he was 
able to receive his friends and 
enjoy their company. Uncon- 
sciousness came ou Saturday 
morning and after that death 
was expected hourly but did not 
occur until forty-eight hours 
later. 

The deceased is survived by 
two brothers and one sister ; Ju- 
lius Coenen, of this place, Joseph 
Coenen, of Louisville, aud Mrs. 
Sedonia Courtot, of Dallas, Tex. 
The young son of Joseph Coenen 
-KWWtBpanied him here. Mrs. 
Courtot is quite ill in Texas and 
could not come. 

Father Ooeueu was born at

As a boy in Belgium Father 
Coenen was a musician. Later 
he became instructor in music 
at the American College, at 
Louvin, Belgium. While a stu- 
dent at this college he formed 
friendships with men who have 
since become famous in church 
circles in America. One of these 
was Bishop John L. Spaulding, a 
fellow student, who wrote the 
words of a college song, the 
music of which was Father 
Coenen's first composition. This 
song was adopted and sung 
the American College. 

Later in life he composed se 
eral masses, some of which ha 
been in use iu other churches 
the Louisville diocese for years. 

Kather Coenen was a learned 
man, an energetic worker and, a 
close student of men and things. 
Hi- was beloved of his congrega- 
tion and endeared to many out. 
side his own church. His pres. 
enco and his influence will be 
sadly missed and the resources 
of his church will be taxed to 
till his place.

COLDEST 

Monday Records Minimum Tem- 
perature in Exactly Six Years. 

WIND EMPHASIZES THE BITTER COLO. 

This week has broken the re 
cord for cold days since Feb- 
ruary 1800. 

The minimum temperature for 
this winter was recorded Mon- 
day morning the 13th, when the 
mercury went to 5 degrees be- 
low zero. Tuesday was the 
coldest day throughout, with a 
minimum of 4 below zero and a

wind added to the pe 
comfort aud ears and 
unwary have been frosted. 

The coldest temperature re 
corded since the establishment 
of the voluntary weather sta- 
tion here occurred just six years 
ago. The morning of February 
13th, 1800, the mercury reached 
28 degrees below zero and the 
maximum for the twenty-four 
hours was 3 degrees below zero. 
That was an exceedingly severe 
spell when for seven days the 
minimum temperature ranged 
from 0 to 28 degrees below, and 
only rose above 10 degrees three 
times during the entire week. 
During that week there were 
seven inches of snowfall. Only 
once in the memory of the pres- 
ent generation was there so cold 
a day as that 13th of February. 

The coldest day last winter 
was Jany. 27, minimum 2 de- 
grees, maximum 33 degrees. 

The last time the mercury got 
below this week's record was on 
Dec. 18, 1001 when the mini- 
mum was 10 degrees below zero. 

No serious results have boen 
•aused by the present low tem- 
perature in the operation of coal 
mining plants or the railroads. 
On the railroads traffic is very 
heavy and the crews have full 
work. The mines are exceed- 
ingly busy. General hustle has 
kept everything hot enough to 
move lively. 

The heating plant at the Cath- 
olic Church has been broken 
down for some time and the 
building is being heated by large 
stoves this week. The heating 
plant in the St. Bernard build- 
ing was disabled Monday morn- 
ing by a bursted flue, which has 
since been repaired.

Hopkins County Lists Show Increase Tax- 
able Property Over Last Year. 

The totals on the Assessor's 
books for 1005 taxable property 
shows net amount on which tax 
is assessed, to be $5,509,038, af- 
ter deducting all property exempt 
from taxation. This is an in- 
crease of $50,573 over 1904 total, 
which was $5,453,305. The bank 
aud railroad valuations are yet 
to be added to this total as they 
are not assessed locally. What 
the grand total may be is not 
known but it is thought that it 
will exceed $7,000,000.

This Is nearly two and one-half 
times the crop raised in North Car- 
olina, which stands second on the 
list. The average price of the Ken- 
tucky product was 0.4 cents per 
pound, making the total value on 
the entire crop S14.682.000.
